John D. Bohiing, the attor ney, 


today 
filed 
suit in the Johnson 


county cir cuit cour t at War r ens- 


bur g, in behalf of W m . McQuaid, 


a for mer r esident of Sedalia, for 


$25,000 damages against the Bank 


of Knobnoster , for the alleged fail­ 
ur e of the defendant to pay plain­ 
tiff’s checks w hen he had money on 
deposit in the bank. 
Instead of honor ing the checks, 
the petition sets for th that they 
wer e pr otested, which caused Mc- 
Q uaid’s cr editor s to cr owd him for 
payment of their claims and his 
fr iends to r efuse him fur ther aid, 
which action, it is asser ted, r esult­ 
ed in his financial r uin. 
McQuaid, it will be r emember ed 
by the D e m o c r a t ’ s r eader s, was 
ar r ested a few days ago by the po­ 
lice in Chicago, at the instigation 
of the Bank of Knobnoster , on the 
char ge of having obtained $i,ooo 
fr om the bank by false r epr esenta­ 
tions, but ther e is quite a histor y 
connected with the case. 
W hile 
living in Sedalia, 
M c­ 
Q uaid became 
the 
head of 
the 
Eur eka Coal and M ining Co. at 
Knobnoster , and for a 
time 
his 
financial pr ospects wer e br ight. 
His mother , Mr s. Williams, who 
is quite wealthy and r esides in Illi­ 
nois, assisted him in establishing 
the business and took a mor tgage 
for $6,500 on the machiner y pur ­ 
chased for oper ating the mine. 
Later , M cQ uaid bor r owed $i,ooo 
of the Bank of Knobnoster , and it 
is claimed the bank officials knew 
that its loan was pr eceded by Mr s. 
W illiam s’ mor tgage for $6,500 on 
the pr oper ty of the Eur eka Coal 
and M ining Co. 
In fact, Mr s. Williams became 
sur ety on her son’s obligation to 
the 
bank, 
but 
she now r efuses 
to pay the indebtedness, because 
the 
bank 
pr otested 
M cQ uaid’s 
checks when he had money on de­ 
posit, thus causing a r un to be 
made upon 
him, and hence his 
failur e in business. 
These ar e the facts in the case as 
claimed by John D . Bohling and 
C . C . K elly, who will defend Mr . 
l y M cQuaid in the cr iminal pr osecu­ 


tion. 
W h a t the bank’s contention in 
ttie pr emises is the D e m o c r a t is 
not awar e, but it is believed the 
claim will be made that the bank 
was not awar e that ther e was a 
$6,500 
mor tgage 
on 
M cQ uaid’s 
pr oper ty 
when 
it 
loaned 
him 


$1,000. 
Be that as it 
may, 
the bank 
people made an effor t to have M c ­ 
Quaid 
r etur ned 
to Missour i for 
pr osecution, but he gave bond in 
Chicago and was r eleased for his 


appear ance ther e on the 14th inst. 
In the meantime, Mr . 
H. 
F. 
Sammis, of Chicago, a fr iend of 
McQuaid, came to Sedalia M on­ 
day, and, in company with C. C. 
Kelly, 
went 
to 
War r ensbur g, 
wher e a bond for $750 was given 
bv one of the banks for M cQ uaid’s 
appear ance ther e on the 25th inst., 
when he will have a pr eliminar y 
hear ing. 
This step was taken to pr event 
the possibility of McQiiaid being 
br ought back to Missour i in ir ons, 
as it is alleged the bank people had 
thr eatened. 
In conver sation with Mr . Boh­ 
ling, who will push the $25,000 
damage suit for Mr . McQiiaid, the 
attor ney last evening said to the 


D e m o c r a t that his client had not 
been guilty of any cr ime under the 
laws of Missour i or any other state. 
He fur ther claimed that the bank 
people had caused the tr acks lead­ 
ing to M cQ uaid’s mine to be tor n 
up and the mine itself flooded with 
water , so that the pr oper ty had 
been gr eatly depr eciated in value, 
even if 
McQiiaid 
had not been 
for ced out of business. 
Mr . Bohling says that the ar r est 
of Mr . McQiiaid caused no little 
fr iction between the city and coun­ 
ty officials in Chicago. 
The bank 
people asked the police to make the 
ar r est, thus ignor ing the sher iff of 
CoDk county. 
The police did as dir ected, and 
a deputy sher iff of Johnson county 
went to Chicago after the 
pr is­ 
oner , only to lear n that he had 
been r eleased on bond for his ap­ 
pear ance ther eon July 14. 
The Johnson county official r e­ 
mained in Chicago a week, hoping 
to get his man, but was compelled 
to r etur n home last Satur day empty 
landed, as 
the sher iff of 
Cook 
connty 
was power less to r ender 
any assistance, owing to the un­ 
fr iendly 
attitude 
of 
the 
police 
chief. 
Mr . Bohling says Mr . McQiiaid 
will not lack for financial backing 
either in his suit for damages or in 
defending 
the 
cr iminal 
char ge 
against him, and it is safe to say 
ther e will be pr otr acted litigation 
befor e the end is r eached.
